The Health Corner

On behalf of the Student Health Center, we 
want to welcome you all back to the Mount. 
Hopefully the summer was fun, relaxing and 
rejuvenating. Knowing that everyday life 
becomes hectic and school brings on an 
increase in stress, we wanted to remind all of 
you how important maintaining or starting up an exercise 
program is. It is all too easy to let exercise slide out of your 
daily routine, but here is some information to encourage you 
to always try to fit it in. 



Why should I exercise? 





Generally, numerous studies have 

shown that increased physical activity 

can lead to longer life and improved 

health. On a daily basis, exercise builds strength, gives you 

more energy and can help you to reduce stress. It is also a 

good way to curb your appetite and burn calories, help you 

sleep better and help increase a general feeling of well 

being. 

What kind oi exercise should I do and how much? 



Aerobic exercise, exercise that increases your heart rate 
and moves large muscle groups, is best. Choose an activity 
that you enjoy and that you can start slowly and increase 
gradually as you become used to it. Walking, swimming, 
biking, jogging and dancing are good choices while in 
school and generally do not require special equipment. 
Remember, the Mount has a great pool and fitness center. 
Also, the surrounding neighborhood down the hill or behind 
the Sisters' quarters is beautiful for a walk. 

Start out slowly, especially if you have been inactive for 
years. Begin with exercising 3 or more times a week for 
15-20 minutes, and work up to at least 30 minutes, 4-6 
times per week. 

How to stick with it. 



Choose something you like to do and 
make it fun. Get a partner; exercising with 
someone else can make it more fun. 
Vary your routine to decrease boredom 
and injury, and to utilize different muscle 
groups. Choose a comfortable time of day. 
Sneak exercise into your daily activities. 
Take the stairs instead of the elevator, take 
walks at lunch or during breaks or park 
your car a bit farther away than necessary. 
Do not get discouraged, it can take weeks to months before 
you notice some of the changes from the exercise. Do not 
live by the motto "no pain, no gain". A little soreness is 
normal after you first start exercising, pain is not. Stop the 
exercise if you are in pain.

Health Corner

Over the past years, Student Health has been 

able to provide our campus community with 

influenza vaccine. Unfortunately, this years 

vendor has notified us that due to the recent 

problem resulting in a reduced national supply of 

flu vaccine, our pre-ordered vaccine will not be 

sent. We have contacted other vendors and the 

Department of Health Services to try to acquire vaccine for our 

college but priority has been given to heathcare facilities with large 

populations over 65 or under 2 years of age. 

Because of this situation the Centers for Disease Control has 

issued interim recommendations for flu vaccination. Priority groups 

for vaccination with flu vaccine are: 

-all children aged 6-23 months; 

-adults aged 65 years and older; 

-persons aged 2-64 with underlying chronic medical 

conditions; 

-all women who are pregnant during the flu season; 

-residents of nursing homes and long term care facilities; 

-children aged 6 months-18 years on chronic aspirin 

therapy; 
The CDC also recommends influenza vaccine for. 

-health care workers involved in direct patient care; 
and 

-out of home caregivers and household contacts of 
p children less than6 months. 

-household contacts of persons in groups at high risk 
Because of the urgent vaccine supply situation, the 
CDC requests that people who are not in the above groups defer 
vaccination. If you do fall within one of these groups contact your 
physician for vaccine availability. You can check for immunization 
availability through the Los Angeles County Dept. of Health 
Services website where vaccination centers are listed at 
www.lapublichealth.orq/IP . You may also see the CDC website for 
additional information atwww.cdc.gov

April Health Tip of the Month 
From Student Health Services 

The B vitamin folate also called folic acid has 
received much media attention because of its 
enormous benefits in preventing birth defects. 
However, did you know about the other benefits of 
folic acid? 

1. According to a recent study published in 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association, January 2005 issue, women 
who eat a diet rich in folate have a reduced 
rate of developing high blood pressure. 

2. Consuming enough folic acid may reduce 
the symptoms of clinical depression. 

3. It may reduce the risk of heart disease and 
possibly some types of cancers. 




Where is folic acid found? 



It's found in leafy green vegetables, broccoli, 
oranges, beans, peanuts, corn, many cereals, etc. If 
you do not like some of these foods, consider a folic 
acid supplement. Folic acid supplements or folic 
acid in multivitamins are very well absorbed by the 
body, so check with your health care provider about 
the specific dosage that's right for you.
